San Francisco Propositions

As a community based organization whose mis¬ 
sion is to preserve and enhance the ethnic, cultural, 
and economic diversity of Bernal Heights and sur¬ 
rounding neighborhoods; and to promote community 
action to build a just and equitable community for all, 
BHNC finds it important to take positions on ballot 
measures that will impact our mission. 

For those of you who have been in the community 
for a while, you know that BHNC is very active with 
respect to ballot initiatives, but this article signifies a 
new chapter in BHNC’s activism for two reasons. 

First, we have engaged in an open process from 
within BHNC to determine which measures we 
should take positions on, and then of course deciding 
whether to recommend a “yes” or a “no” vote. Our pro¬ 
cess for determining which measures and what posi¬ 
tions was open as staff who work directly with our 
constituents every day initiated the recommenda¬ 
tions which then went to our member-elected board 
for discussion and decision. 

Second, is that you are reading about BHNC’s 
slate here in the NBJ which is a key part of our com¬ 
munication strategy. We want to be transparent with 
all of you to make it clear where BHNC stands, and to 
open dialog because there are never absolute “rights” 
and “wrongs”. 

We acknowledge that neither the process nor the 
communication is yet fully developed. In order for the 
process to be truly representative of what BHNC is 
about as an organization, we must be directly engag¬ 
ing our constituents. Likewise, this article in the 
NBJ, while hopefully informative, falls short of being 
a fully developed educational vehicle with live dialog 
in an open discussion forum. Acknowledging these 
shortcomings, we commit to continuing to work to¬ 
ward a better process with each election cycle. 

What follows, then, is the inventory of measures 
on which BHNC has taken a position, and of course 
an indication of what position BHNC has taken. Most 
people want to do their own research on the issues in 
order to finalize what their own vote will be. To that 
end, we have included some web links to basic, neu¬ 
tral informational sources that will hopefully help.

• Proposition A: SF General Hospital Earthquake 
Safety Bond. BHNC supports a “Yes” position to 
guarantee that SF General stays in the Mission/ 
Potrero area and to ensure that SF General meets 
the State’s requirements for earthquake safety. 

• Proposition B: This is the SF Housing Fund. 
BHNC took a “Yes” position on this measure 
months ago as this is a critically important mea¬ 
sure that comes from a broad coalition of people 
and organizations who are working for affordable 
housing and the preservation and enhancement of 
the diversity of our City. 

• Proposition L: Authorizes the City to apply to the 
Department of Justice and to set aside local funds 
to fund the Community Justice Center for the Ten¬ 
derloin, SOMA, Union Square area. BHNC sup¬ 
ports a “No” position. Even though the neighbor¬ 
hoods most directly impacted are not adjacent to 
Bernal Heights, the impact from this Community 
Justice Center could impact our constituency di¬ 
rectly, and could cause migration of people commit¬ 
ting “quality of life crimes” rather than actually ad¬ 
dressing issues caused by income inequality, lack of 
support services, lack of affordable housing, etc. 
Staff feels strongly that money and administrative 
capacity of the City should be spent on efforts that 
create more equity and equal access to quality pro-

Community Leaders 
Exercise their CLOUT 
at Leadership Summit

On a sunny afternoon on Monday, September 8, far 
from the hoopla and political rhetoric surrounding the 
2008 election, the community room at The Broadway 
Family Housing Apartments was filled with the faces of 
leaders representing the Chinese Community Develop¬ 
ment Corporation, Community Housing Partnership, and 
Bernal Heights Neighborhood Center. Frank Kellom, a 
leader from Bernal Heights Neighborhood Center and the 
President of the Alemany Tenants Association said of the 
event, “This event is beautiful and an effective way to 
bring people together to work on change. I really got a lot 
out of it because it brings us together to unite and commu¬ 
nicate and talk about our issues. I think this kind of meet¬ 
ing should keep happening.” 

Over forty leaders came together for the afternoon 
summit entitled CLOUT (Community Leadership: Orga¬ 
nizing and Uniting Together). Leaders representing a 
wide range of ages, languages, and cultures came to speak 
on their own behalf about the issues that impact their 
community daily, and to work together to change their ev¬ 
eryday circumstances. What unites these community de¬ 
velopment agencies is their strong commitment to staying 
true to their initial mission—to empower the communities 
they serve by providing affordable housing and supportive 
services, and by building and developing the leadership of 
those whom they serve. 

As the leadership summit got underway, each leader 
took the time to share with others what they would like to 
see change in their respective communities and in the

LETTER FROM THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 


This is a historic time for Bernal Heights as a community. We 
have so many landmark activities happening at this one mo¬ 
ment in time that I feel it necessary to highlight what those ef¬ 
forts are and to whom we are indebted for making them hap¬ 
pen. 

First is the Goodman’s/ Whole Earth site on Bayshore at the 
foot of Cortland. As most of you know, 

Home Depot tied up this site and pit Ber¬ 
nal Heights against the Bayview for 
nearly eight years. Supervisor Ammiano 
has played a bold role in bringing Bernal 
and Bayview together to create a vision 
for the future of this site so we can pro¬ 
ceed with development, economic activi¬ 
ty, and jobs for our community. In addi¬ 
tion to Supervisor Ammiano, I also want 
to recognize Larry Cruz, John Perry, 

Barbara Kyle, Mike Boss, Marc Lipsett, 
and Rick Karp for taking leadership on 
this issue for so many years including 
this current phase. 

Next is the struggle to save St Luke’s 
Hospital. Unfortunately, due to health 
issues, Bebe Castaing has had to step 
more into the background, but front and 
center is Bob Prentice, BHNC’s represen¬ 
tative to the Blue Ribbon Panel. Up there 
with Bob has been Karen Garrison, our 
representative to the Community Out¬ 
reach Task Force. Larry Cruz has also 
been instrumental as alternate rep to the Blue Ribbon Panel, 
strategist, and support and liaison back to the BHNC Board. 

We have been working for the past couple of years to create a 
partnership with Chinatown Community Development Center 
and Community Housing Partnership, two San Francisco based 


non profit organizations that pursue affordable housing devel¬ 
opment, provide direct supportive services, and do community 
based organizing work. As a result of our hard work, and our 
commitment to building leaders from the constituencies we 
work with, we were able to bring ten leaders from each of our 
communities together into a leadership summit of thirty leaders 
coming together to build a cross cultural, 
jñ cross-community coalition to build the 
| strength to influence the issues that are 
g common across our communities. 

One other step forward for our com¬ 
munity is that BHNC has for the first 
time engaged in a process to recommend 
a slate of positions on measures you’ll 
find on the upcoming ballot. We are also 
heavily engaged in voter registration. We 
will be doing voter education along with 
staff from the Department of Elections, 
and we will be doing “get out the vote” ac¬ 
tivities as we get closer to election day on 
November 4 to encourage people to take 
part in the democratic process of being 
educated about the issues, and getting to 
the polls to vote or voting absentee espe¬ 
cially for those who are frail or disabled 
and not able to get to the polls. 

You’ll be able to read about these and 
so many more issues and activities in 
this installment of the New Bernal Jour¬ 
nal. As you’ll see, there are increasingly 
more ways to get involved, so happy reading, and let us know if 
you want to jump in!

Word to the Wise 


ADVICE ON SENIOR LIVING 


Dear Karen, 

My 81-year-old Aunt Joan has been widowed for over 10 years, has no chil¬ 
dren of her own and our small band of family members live outside of San 
Francisco. She lives alone and has very little contact with anyone, is prone to 
forgetfulness, and is very resistant to seeing her doctor regularly or going to a 
local senior program. Her only daily contacts are a few neighbors on her street. 
How can I get her connected to local senior programs? Signed, David 


Dear David, 

Noticing these trends with your Aunt Joan is the first step in connecting her 
to local programs. Because your aunt has lived alone for an extended period 
of time, her world has continued to shrink with her overall decreased con¬ 
tact with others. As your aunt interacts less with family, friends and neigh¬ 
bors, she is prone to “social isolation” a condition that afflicts many seniors 
and really anyone who is essentially homebound. The Cornell Institute for 
Translational Research on Aging (CITRA) has defined social isolation, as 
“the lack of access to social support and the lack of meaningful social rela¬ 
tionships, roles, and activities as well as the feeling of loneliness or lack of 

companionship or close and 
genuine communication with 
others. “Social isolation is a 
common experience for many 
seniors thus putting them at 
greater risk for loneliness, de¬ 
pression, poor nutrition, and a 
host of other health problems. 

As people age, they move from 
being more independent and 
able to take on major life stres¬ 
sors to perhaps being less able 
to “roll with the punches.” The 
overall effect of this transition 
can result in either self with¬ 
drawal or isolation. The flip 
side of social isolation is social 
integration and is defined as 
“participation in multiple life 
roles and activities and access 
to social support in times of 
need-this leads to good health and well-being among older people.” It is im¬ 
portant to look at aspects of both to determine where your Aunt Jane is in 
this paradigm. The important questions is, How can we combat social isola¬ 
tion? 

A few approaches may include: 

Doing some research into what is in your local area. Here in San 
Francisco, you can simply dial 211 and find out what services are located in 
your Aunt’s area. This number is a one stop main information line for a 
plethora of community based social services. 211 can give you a complete 
listing of senior centers, meal programs, case management programs and 
more. Also, many community based service providers have websites, so web 
surfing is a great way to understand what is available in the area. 

Finding a center for your aunt: Once you have done your research, make 
a contact with the staff at your local senior center (there are over 30 senior 
centers in San Francisco). Many senior centers offer recreation programs, 
daily lunch, transportation and social services. They are also the first portal 
where seniors seek services or companionship with their peers and so they 
are an important link to more comprehensive services. As your aunt is iso¬ 
lated and is prone to forgetfulness, focused intentional encouragement will 
work best as she starts to attend the center. By forming an alliance with the 
center’s staff, families and neighbors can work together to encourage Aunt 
Joan to participate in to her new “senior community.” 

More comprehensive services available: Because your aunt is “forget¬ 
ful and resistant to seeing her physician,” it would be good to refer her to a 
case manager for further assessment. Some senior centers like the BHNC 
offer on site case management services (i.e. our 3 bilingual case managers) 
or referral to an outside agency. A case manager will complete a home visit 
and look at a variety of factors such as: home safety, fresh food in her kitch¬ 
en, medication management. The case manager will then create a careplan 
to address any service needs and work with the client and their family mem¬ 
ber to set up services as needed. In your aunt’s case, getting her to physician 
for a thorough check up may be a first step to assess her “forgetfulness.” 

As your aunt becomes connected to her local center, she gains valuable link¬ 
ages to a larger safety net of services and a new social community that she 
can tap into as she “ages in place.” The local connection has to start some¬ 
where. ■

THE STORYTELLER ACTIVIST 

Rachel Ebora Joins BHNC

Welcome the newest member of the 
organizing department, Rachel Ebora! 

A Filipino immigrant, Rachel is a 
longtime activist whose dedication to so¬ 
cial change began at an early age as a 
volunteer for the National Citizens’ 
Movement for Free Elections (NAM- 
FREL), an independent, volunteer driven 
election watchdog group in the Philip¬ 
pines. (A little ironic, since she wasn’t yet 
legally able to vote at that time!) During 
the People Power Revolution that top¬ 
pled the Marcos regime, Rachel protested 
with hundreds of thousands to protect 
one of the last independent, non-govern¬ 
ment owned and controlled broadcast 
stations in Quezon City. 

In 1987, she and her family moved to 
Durham, Oregon, a suburb of Portland. 
After a few years of adjusting to life in 
the United States, Rachel again found 
herself becoming involved in activism 
first as a volunteer for Cascade AIDS 
Project, a non-profit HIV/AIDS educa¬ 
tion, prevention, education and advocacy 
group; then later as a volunteer for vari¬ 
ous organizations such as the “No on 9” 
campaign, Basic Rights Oregon, and Me¬ 
ridian Park Hospital. 

Rachel then helped found and run the 
Oregon Sexual Minority Youth Network 
(OSMYN), an organization by, for and 
led by queer youth. During this time, Ra¬ 
chel was recruited to participate in the 
Center for Third World Organizing’s Mi¬ 


nority Activist Apprenticeship Program, 
a week-long training session for young 
activists of color. Rachel’s activist work 
then continued in Portland with the Ho¬ 
tel Workers’ Organizing Committee and 
the Hotel Employees and Restaurant 
Employees’ Union, Local 9, where she 
had a dual role as a community and labor 
organizer/representative. 

A wide breadth of work experiences 
and involvement with numerous non¬ 
profit social change groups followed: Ru¬ 
ral Organizing Project (ROP) - a network 
of human dignity groups in rural Oregon; 
Jobs with Justice; Asian Pacific Ameri¬ 
can Labor Alliance; Asian Immigrant 
Women Advocates’ Jessica McClintock 
campaign; Pineros y Campesinos Unidos 
del Noroeste (PCUN); the Funding Ex¬ 
change Saguaro Fund; The Women’s 
Foundation of Oregon; MacKenzie River 
Gathering Foundation; Oregon Action 
(OA), a low-income economic and social 
justice organization; and others. 

In the early 1990s. Rachel began play¬ 
ing taiko, a drum performance artform 
originally from Japan. She joined the 
performing arts group Portland Taiko 
(PT), first as a volunteer performer, then 
later as outreach staff and ensemble 
member. In PT, Rachel found a happy 
medium between activism and artistry, 
helping to formulate the group’s “com¬ 
munity based creative process”—a vehi¬ 
cle for audience members to participate 


in the composition of taiko pieces rooted 
in the engagement of and incorporation 
of issues that impact their community. 
Infamous for her love of storytelling and 
specialization in the narimono (a percus¬ 
sion instrument) Rachel also designed 
and led the group’s residency work with 


various low-income oriented schools. Re¬ 
locating to the Bay Area to study story¬ 
telling, Rachel recently returned to her 
first love, community organizing, and 
we’re lucky enough to have her at BHNC. 
If you see her around the center, come up 
and introduce yourself! ■

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PROPOSITION B: 

Helping Diversity Find a Home

With an unprecedented Presidential 
Election on the ballot this year, millions 
of voters will turn out at the polls to nom¬ 
inate their executive representative of 
choice. And with Proposition B on the 
ballot this November, San Francisco vot¬ 
ers will be given the opportunity to sup¬ 
port the ever important need of afford¬ 
able housing in the City. 

San Francisco’s 
celebrated social, 
economic, political, 
racial, ethnic, and 
cultural diversities 
rely on the availabil¬ 
ity of adequate dwelling units to house 
the various populations struggling to 
make the City by the Bay what it is. Giv¬ 
en the high cost of San Francisco housing 
in today’s market and the depletion of 
space to build new units, the passage of 
Proposition B is more critical than ever 
for the City’s distinct character. This 
landmark proposition allocates a set- 
aside of the San Francisco General Fund, 


which is generated through taxes, com¬ 
mitted to funding the acquisition, reha¬ 
bilitation, and development of affordable 
housing units to meet the needs of vary¬ 
ing San Francisco populations from indi¬ 
viduals living with HIV and AIDS to for¬ 
merly homeless families. Setting aside 
2.5 cents on each $100 of assessed prop¬ 
erty tax valuation will yield $30,000,000 
each year and create 6,000 units by 2024. 

Why should econom¬ 
ic forces dictate the 
composition of our 
neighborhoods, pub¬ 
lic parks, and 
schools? If real di¬ 
versity within San Francisco is impor¬ 
tant to you, we urge you to support those 
who have officially endorsed Proposition 
B, including eight District Supervisors, 
Assembly Members Mark Leno and Fio¬ 
na Ma, the Bernal Heights Democratic 
Club, the Sierra Club, and State Sena¬ 
tors Carole Migden and Leland Yee, by 
voting Yes on Proposition B this Novem¬ 
ber. ■

• Proposition M: Changes the Rent Or¬ 
dinance to prohibit specific acts of ha¬ 
rassment of tenants by landlords. 
Many of our core constituency are im¬ 
pacted by landlord abuses, and this 
change to the Rent Ordinance will give 
tenants greater recourse, so BHNC ad¬ 
vocates a “Yes” position. 


The two pillars on which 
every community is built: 
yes and no. 


• Proposition N: Changes the Real Prop¬ 
erty Transfer Tax Rates to increase the 
amount of transfer tax paid on sales of 
properties valued at $5 million and 
greater. BHNC advocates a “Yes” posi¬ 
tion as this seems to be a progressive 
tax, and it will help to generate income 
for the general fund. 

• Proposition Q: Modifies the Payroll 
Expense Tax to close a loophole that 
has allowed certain partnerships and 
LLC’s not to be subject to paying pay¬ 
roll taxes. Similar to Prop N, BHNC 
has taken a “Yes” position as this like¬ 
wise appears to be progressive taxa¬ 
tion, and will help to generate income 
for the general fund. 

• Proposition S: Establishes new policy 
that requires new Budget set-asides to 
identify a replacement source of funds. 
BHNC supports a “No” position be¬ 
cause future efforts to create budget 
set-asides will be much harder to pass, 
and the ones that have been passed to 
date have secured significant services 
such as public transportation and 
youth/ family services, and hopefully 
after November 4, affordable housing 
with the passage of Proposition B. The 
campaign for Proposition B worked to 
create both Propositions N and Q to in¬ 
crease revenue to the General Fund in 
excess of the amount to be set aside by 
Proposition B which is the first time in 
SF history that a set-aside campaign 
has also worked to increase general 
fund revenue. These measures require 
50% + 1 (majority) to pass, but if Prop¬ 
osition S passes, it would require that 
new revenue measures require 2/3 vote 
to pass as they would be dedicated to 
specific uses. 


• Proposition U: Policy against funding 
the deployment of armed forces in Iraq. 
BHNC supports a “Yes” position on 
this measure that would send a mes¬ 
sage to the federal government as the 
new presidential administration is tak¬ 
ing over that the money we are spend¬ 
ing on armed intervention in Iraq is 
having a profoundly negative impact 
on our communities.

• Proposition 4: Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment to mandate Waiting Period and 
Parental Notification before Termina¬ 
tion of Minor’s Pregnancy. This mea¬ 
sure makes it illegal for women under 
18 to have an abortion without doctor’s 
notification to a parent/ guardian at 
least 48 hours prior. BHNC advocates 
a “No” position as this would have di¬ 
rect impact on at least some of the 
youth we work with. 

• Proposition 6: Criminal Penalties, 
Public Safety Funding Statute. Among 
other impacts, this proposition would 
require that youth 14 years or older 
charged with a “gang-related” felony 
be tried as adults; prohibit bail for un¬ 
documented immigrants charged with 
certain “gang-related” crimes; increase 
funding to prisons, probation and po¬ 
lice by $1 billion in 09 and $500 million 
annually thereafter. BHNC supports a 
“No” position on this measure as it 
works directly against the violence 
prevention work we do. This measure 
puts a lot of money into routing both 
criminals and “potential” criminals in 
to the criminal justice system rather 
than investing in education, employ¬ 
ment training and other service based 
crime prevention efforts we know to 
work. 

• Proposition 8: Eliminates the right of 
same sex couples to marry. BHNC sup¬ 
ports a “No” position on this measure 
on the basis that it limits access for 
many we work with and diminishes 
civil liberties and social justice which 
are core values of BHNC. ■

No on 8, Yes on Volunteering, and 
New Executive Director Seth Kilbourn

All Age LGBT Community Meeting: 
Marriage Equality, No on 8, and Intro¬ 
ducing openhouse’s new Executive Direc¬ 
tor, Seth Kilbourn. 

NCLR’s Melanie Rowen brought her 
legal expertise to the August meeting of 
The All Age LGBT Community Meeting. 
NCLR (National Center for Lesbian 
Rights) has been at the forefront for more 
than three decades advocating for 
LGBT(lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgen¬ 
der) rights in¬ 
cluding job 
discrimina¬ 
tion, child 
custody and adoption, youth and immi¬ 
grants, and they were the first national 
LGBT organization to address elder law. 
Their national headquarters is right here 
in San Francisco and it’s so wonderful to 
be able make use of such a fabulous re¬ 
source. A staff attorney with NCLR, Mel¬ 
anie was able to talk to the questions and 
issues around the California Supreme 
Court’s decision to uphold same sex mar¬ 
riages in California, the California Do¬ 
mestic Partnership Law, the consequenc¬ 
es of Proposition 8, and what same sex 
couples need to do to legally protect 
themselves. Check out the NCLR website 
http://www.nclrights.org for the FAQs on 
Marriage for Same-sex Couples in Cali¬ 
fornia. 

The No on 8 Campaign was also dis¬ 


cussed at our roundtable gathering. Prop¬ 
osition 8 is a statewide ballot initiative 
that, if passed, would change the Califor¬ 
nia constitution to ban marriage for gay 
and lesbian couples. While the No voters 
are slightly ahead of the Yes voters in the 
polls, it is very close: the LGBT move¬ 
ment here in California is at a critical 
moment in our struggle for equality. 
NCLR estimates that if Proposition 8 
passes to rescind the right of same sex 
couples to marry it will set the accom¬ 
plishments of the LGBT civil rights move¬ 
ment back a 
decade. 

A Call for

No on 8: With the vote on Proposition 8 
just two months away, its defeat requires 
all of us to help in the campaign to stop it. 
Volunteers are urgently needed to staff 
the new office of the No on 8 campaign in 
the Castro and greet people, answer the 
main phone line, stuff envelopes, and 
provide other basic office assistance.

BERNAL HEIGHTS HISTORY 

By Terry Milne 

The early decades of the 20th Century saw three streetcar lines traversing the Bernal Heights neighborhood. The end of 
the Richland Avenue streetcar line, which turned off Mission Street, was at Andover Street. Car #741 stopped there in 
1939, right beside “Marino Market” at 648 Andover, which is now Kery Market. The Market Street Railway operated the 
cars until it sold out to Muni in 1944. The streetcars ran on Richland until sometime in 1948. In all the years of 
operation, the line never made a profit. 

Across Andover Street was the house that became known as the “streetcar house” because runaway cars more than once 
jumped the end of the line and, with a tremendous crash, barreled into the house. During WWII, it was even reported that 
a famous 1943 wreck was attributed to allowing women to work on the streetcar, for the first time, as conductors.

Moultrie Street Children’s Garden 

(OR HOW A COMMUNITY CHANGED A DUMP INTO A GARDEN)

In 1991, neighbors on Moultrie Street 
in Bernal Heights got together and 
cleared the end of the 800 block. The area 
suffered from crime, drug dealing, and 
trash. (There was no street cleaning.) 
There were no trees but there was lots of 
graffiti. For years, the end block of Moul¬ 
trie Street had been used for illegal 
dumping. A few adults got together and 
cleared this area of old tires, building 
materials, car batteries, broken beer bot¬ 
tles, needles, condoms, household gar¬ 
bage, moldy carpet, and several layers of 
soil mixed with broken glass. 

At this point, a few more adults and 
the children from the area began to form 
a garden. Dirt, compost, and fertilizer 
were donated. Then came plants and cut¬ 
tings from people’s own backyards. Soon 
everyone on the block was coming: some 
to give a plant, some to just sit and 
watch. Owners of the end house donated 
the water. Eventually, the dirt path run¬ 
ning through the garden was paved with 
bricks. The bricks were composed of the 
few spare bricks everyone had lying in 
their backyards or garages. They were 
donated by every household on the 
block. 

Throughout the clearing of the Moult¬ 
rie Street Children’s Garden, odd trea¬ 
sures were unearthed. For years, the col¬ 
lection of found objects continued to grow. 
These included broken dishes, handmade 
marbles, hood ornaments, toys, bits of old 
machinery and costume jewelry. 


One of the founders of the garden, an 
artist, saved all these bits and pieces, 
with the intention to use them someday 
in an art project with the children. The 
idea for a mosaic was born: it would cov¬ 
er the low, graffiti covered, cement wall 
between the end of Moultrie Street and 
the Children’s Garden. Another neighbor 
opened her garage to create a large work¬ 
space where the mosaic could be assem¬ 
bled. The artist, Melinda Mazzetti, de¬ 
signed the 27 foot mural, composing it as 
a strip of garden made up of mosaic flow¬ 
ers, bugs, and grass. Both children and 
adults created the images using the 
found objects and bits of broken tiles. 

Over the next two years, the garage 
became a popular gathering place. The 
woman who provided the workspace, 
Adrienne Noto, kept the garage open on 
weekends for the kids to come work. 
Some had spent hours of their childhood 
in the garden and were now teenagers or 
young adults. Others were drawn by the 
challenge of creating art from bits of old 
junk. The open garage doors and the long 
tables, busy with kids working on their 
pieces, was a magnet for passersby. Peo¬ 
ple from all over the neighborhood start¬ 
ed dropping by to donate broken dishes, 
to watch, to talk. 

As the individual pieces were finished, 
Melinda arranged them onto long, sheet- 
rock panels that could then be cemented 
onto the wall at the garden. The finished 
mural was installed in 2004 by neighbors 
who volunteered from a three block radius. 

Close inspection of the wall reveals ex¬ 


otica such as a perfume bottle spider, 
hinge-winged butterfly, a beetle with a 
Cadillac hood ornament head and spot¬ 
ted domino body; a riot of flowers with 
marbles, mug handles, jade turtles and 
fuses grouted among their ceramic petals 
and leaves. 

For eighteen years, the garden has 
continued to grow. Every year, a differ¬ 
ent mix of plants emerge, and, over the 
life of the garden, several groups of chil¬ 
dren have emerged to work the garden as 
well. Some children come only once or 
twice; others have worked the garden 
consistently for years. Three consecutive 
owners of the end house have donated 


their water. Every so often, a community 
day is scheduled for clean up—a mass 
planting, or construction of a garden fea¬ 
ture. 

The formation of this garden brought 
people on the block together for the first 
time. There were people who had lived 
on this block for years without knowing 
their neighbors. It led to tree planting in 
front of our houses, forming a neighbor¬ 
hood watch group and joining project 
SAFE. It gave us the cohesion we needed 
to rid our block of drug dealers, graffiti 
and other vandalism. It has taught our 
children that individuals can make a dif¬ 
ference. ■ 
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PHASING OUT JROTC IN SAN FRANCISCO PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

Vote No on Proposition V

Almost two years ago, the SFUSD 
School Board voted to phase out the Ju¬ 
nior Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
(JROTC) in our schools. Before taking 
this vote, the Board listened to students, 
parents and community members on 
both sides. It 
weighed the 
arguments and 
considered 
what might be lost and what might be 
gained. It recognized that many students 
seek leadership and community service 
opportunities, and that they want elec¬ 
tives and after school activities which con¬ 
fer skills that translate into careers later. 

Students identified these qualities in 
numerous activities, such as sports 
teams, outdoor education, student news¬ 
papers, activity clubs, service learning, 


and others which already exist in the 
District without the drawbacks of 
JROTC. Eight hundred students peti¬ 
tioned the School Board to end JROTC 
and to use the $1,000,000 saved to ex¬ 
pand and add to existing programs. 

What is wrong with JROTC? JROTC’s 
contract with the School District requires 

a “course of 
military in¬ 
struction” by 
instructors 
who don’t need even a college degree. No 
JROTC classes meet State academic 
standards, and military skills translate 
poorly into real-world job skills. Lower 
skills mean lower prospects for the poor 
and minority students who are the pri¬ 
mary targets of JROTC. And four years 
of military classes leave less room for the 
math, science, and foreign language 
classes, which do provide solid prepara-

The Board of Supervisors reconvened after its recess recently. Foremost amongst 
the tasks my office faced upon our return is combating the drastic surge in violent 
crime and homicides in the Mission. Between August 22 and September 4, seven people 
were murdered and many of the murders appear to be gang-related. 

Our hearts go out to the families and friends of the people whose lives have been 
tragically cut short. The roots of the problems which lead to violence in our community 
are many and complex, but our City is resource rich: one of the many steps which the 
city must take to address the violence is to better coordinate our resources, particularly 
those of law enforcement and the community based organizations which do violence 
prevention outreach work. Such coordination must become institutionalized, and I will 
be facilitating this process: now, more than ever, it is a matter of life and death for the 
left hand to know what the right hand is doing.

tion for college and careers. 

San Franciscans overwhelmingly op¬ 
posed recruitment in schools when they 
passed Proposition I in 2005, so JROTC 
supporters now deny that JROTC re¬ 
cruits children locally (as young as 14),

while admitting that it does so else¬ 
where. JROTC directives and policy 
statements urge instructors to “facilitate 
contact with recruiters,” to “sell the Ar¬ 
my story,” and to contact students as ear¬ 
ly as possible. “Seventeen is too late,” 
states one such directive. 

At the August 26 Board meeting, the 
local military recruiter reported to the 
School Board that “The United States Ar¬ 


my has celebrated a victory in school year 
2008 by receiving overwhelming support 
from most of our San Francisco district 
high schools.” Overall, the Pentagon 
boasts that 40-50% of all JROTC cadets 
join the military. 

Before it voted, the School Board also 
noted that JROTC instructors, who are 
chosen by the military, can’t be openly 
gay; that JROTC creates funding imbal¬ 
ances between schools; and that JROTC 
instructors, who carry half the student 
load, receive much higher pay than cre¬ 
dentialed teachers. 

Last year the School Board ended in¬ 
voluntary placements in JROTC, and en¬ 
rollment dropped 30%. This year it is 
starting a new, four-year Leadership 
track program responding to what stu¬ 
dents want and need. 

Proposition V is a divisive wedge issue 
placed on the ballot with funding from 
conservative groups outside SF, and out¬ 
side the State. Students deserve greater 
opportunities without military sponsor¬ 
ship. Vote No on Proposition V. ■

Burnata Emmingham, Wellington 
Kronk, Burleigh H. Pefley, Worthington 
J. Crabbe, and Cosmo P. Zizak. No, they 
aren’t characters in a newly discovered 
Charles Dickens serial: They’re former 
residents of Bernal Heights whose names 
appear in the 1922 San Francisco city di¬ 
rectory. Many of the names reflect the 
Irish, Swedish, German, and Italian her¬ 
itage of the hill at the time. Some houses 
are still inhabited by descendants of the 
same families. 

Times were changing in the Bernal 
Heights of the 1920s and 30s. Several of 
the job titles listed are gone forever; who 
now earns a living as an egg candler, a 
glove cutter, a master mariner, or even a 
rancher? Joseph and Mary McTigue 
made harnesses and saddles at 3156 Mis¬ 
sion, while the Van Laak brothers, Lam¬ 
bert and William, manufactured brooms 
and brushes at 3285 Harrison. At 3346 
Mission, Sebastian Seline ran a billiards 
and pool room. The Lyceum Theatre 
movie house stood at 3350 Mission, where 
Safeway is now. On Cortland, Fred and 
Catherina Suss sold “notions” and school 
supplies at 436, almost exactly where 
Heartfelt now does the same thing. On

Mission Street, Thrillhouse Records oc¬ 
cupies a building that was successively a 
stationery store, a cigar manufactory, a 
malt store, and Bud’s Creamery. The Mi- 
ty Nice Bakery and the Genoa Ravioli 
Factory were neighbors on the odd-num¬ 
bered 3300 block of Mission. 

There are quite a few retailers of “soft 
drinks” listed; this was the Prohibition 
era, after all. (BHP is working on the 
1915 city directory right now, and we’re 
prepared to bet that lots of bartenders 
from that time were forced to woefully 
serve sodas for a few years.) 

The Bernal History Project hopes to 
compile information from all the city di¬ 
rectories and phone books to build up a 
comprehensive picture of our neighbor¬ 
hood as it evolved. If you have stories to 
tell, or photographs to share, we’d love to 
hear from you, especially if these names 
and businesses jog some memories. To find

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Sewer Tear Up on Cesar Chavez Brings Noise, Dust, and Opportunity

Stumbling upon road work can be a 
shock. The street we think of as solid 
ground actually looks more like pie crust 
when workers are excavating below. 
Much of the pie filling is liquid, whether 
it used to run free or travels through a 
maze of pipes. 

Any time a street gets ripped up, 
neighbors must live with noise and dust, 
and travelers must find alternate routes 
or endure inconvenience. But street work 
also brings opportunity, letting all users 
of a tired old route see new possibilities 
when the pie gets put back together. 

Cesar Chavez Street, which forms the 
gateway and border to Bayview, Potrero 
Hill, Bernal Heights, Mission, and Noe 
Valley, is scheduled to have its crust 
pierced next year as part of the citywide 
$150 million 5-Year Wastewater Capital 
Improvement Program launched in 2005 
by the San Francisco Public Utilities 
Commission. 

Idil Bereket of the SFPUC provided a 
preliminary schedule for the Cesar 
Chavez Sewer Improvement Project. De¬ 
sign is slated to be complete in spring 
2009, with construction starting that 
summer. The estimated date for “sub¬ 
stantial completion for construction” is 
fall 2010, but these dates may change. 

“The scope of work has not been final¬ 
ized. We have not fully secured funding 
for the entire scope of work,” Bereket 
said. “As we proceed along the design 
process, project elements may change.” 

The current alignment includes sewer 
work on Cesar Chavez between Hamp¬ 
shire and San Jose, Valencia between 
Cesar Chavez and Mission, Fair between 
Mission and Coleridge, and Coleridge be¬ 
tween Fair and Coso. 


Residents have many questions about 
the Cesar Chavez construction and how 
it will affect their daily lives. Firm an¬ 
swers are pending, but the SFPUC is 
aware of the concerns. 

“We do not expect to excavate the en¬ 
tire street. We are working with the DPT 
to determine the traffic lanes that may 
be affected during construction,” Bereket 
said. “In the event street closures are 
planned, they would occur in stages. We 
are making every effort to minimize traf¬ 
fic disruption during construction. The 
SFPUC is aware and concerned about 
the potential impact to Muni, neighbor¬ 
hood streets, and pedestrian safety and 
is in discussions with DPT and Muni to 
evaluate alternatives to reduce impact. 
The SFPUC plans to conduct public 
meetings with neighborhood groups.” 

Proponents of changes to Cesar Chavez 
hope the project, for all the mess it will 
create, will also open the door to a recon¬ 
figuration that will make the street safer 
and more pedestrian-friendly and will ac¬ 
knowledge the importance of the pre¬ 
sewer liquids, the creeks flowing below. 

Bonnie Ora Sherk, landscape planner, 
environmental architect, educator, long¬ 
time Bernal resident, and original found¬ 
er and president of Crossroads Commu¬ 
nity (The Farm) at Cesar Chavez and 
Potrero, has extensive suggestions. 

“We have an extraordinary opportuni¬ 
ty to take advantage of these infrastruc¬ 
ture changes and incorporate our aware¬ 
ness of climate change and the need to be 
more ecological in our cities,” she said. 
“We should explore creative, sustainable 
ways to reconfigure Cesar Chavez so that 
it reflects the rich resources of the creeks 
underground and becomes a green, calm, 
and healthy place, while also helping to 


mitigate flooding and stormwater filtra¬ 
tion and management. 

“Cesar Chavez is the northernmost 
frame of the Islais Creek watershed that 
links at least nine communities: Bay- 
view, Potrero, Bernal Heights, Mission, 
Noe Valley, Glen Park, Sunnyside, Excel¬ 
sior, and Portola. We have multiple op-

portunities to integrate additional trans¬ 
portation corridors and open spaces with¬ 
in these diverse communities and to de¬ 
velop a nature walk of native trees, 
themed narrative artworks, education 
and stewardship programs, and other re¬ 
lated elements. 

“We should also look closely at the 
land within the 101 interchange, where, 
in years past, under The Farm’s direc¬ 
tion, children and adults created and 
tended beautiful gardens. This inter¬ 
change is located at the convergence of 
Islais Creek flowing east to the Bay, Pre¬ 
cita Creek flowing from the west, and 
Serpentine Creek from Potrero Hill. Per¬ 
haps we should daylight the water in 
conjunction with a windmill, which would 
become a dramatic beacon in this impor¬ 
tant gateway, leading gently west to a re¬ 
configured, serpentine-shaped Cesar 
Chavez Street. The water could be used 
to help irrigate new plantings along the 
Chavez corridor from Third Street to 
Guerrero and may also become a bucolic 


pond landscape in the middle of the in¬ 
terchange.” 

Several plans involving Cesar Chavez 
are revving up to take advantage of the 
fact that the street will already be torn 
up and thus ripe for change. The city wide 
bicycle plan, the North Bernal and South¬ 
east Mission traffic calming plans, Safe 
Routes to Schools proposals for Leonard 
Flynn and St. Anthony’s elementary 
schools, the County Transportation Au¬ 
thority Mission Street plan, and the 
Planning Department’s redesign all need 
to dovetail with the sewer construction in 
order to shape the end result. 

“SFPUC and other agencies are coor¬ 
dinating our activities with the City 
Planning Department to streamline our 
schedule, minimize disruption, and max¬ 
imize community benefits,” Bereket said. 

The Planning Department held com¬ 
munity workshops on a Cesar Chavez re¬ 
design in May and August that together 
drew well over 100 people. Judging from 
votes attendees took on trade-offs be¬ 
tween more parking or more greenery, 
for example, or safer pedestrian cross¬ 
ings versus faster traffic flow, support for 
change is strong. Sherk is hopeful. 

“Rather than being a derelict, unkempt, 
and unsafe environment, this redesigned 
area can once again be a place for people 
to enjoy and learn from, interconnecting 
multiple communities,” she said. ■

Pending Development in 
South Bernal Heights

There are 53 undeveloped residential 
lots on the slope above Alemany Housing 
in South Bernal Heights. As many of 
these lots are zoned for two units, there is 
a potential for 94 additional households. 
These lots are located at the ends of 
Moultrie, Andover, Bache, Porter and 
Roscoe streets. The South Bernal Action 
Alliance objects to the development of 
these lots without a comprehensive plan 
and seeks your support and involvement 
as we advocate for a plan to city officials. 

The South Bernal Action Alliance 
(SBAA), established in 1991, is a group of 
concerned neighbors working together to 
improve the quality of life in South Ber¬ 
nal. Over the years, SBAA has success¬ 
fully fought a drug house, organized Proj¬ 
ect Safe on several blocks, planted street 
trees, helped transform a dead-end street 
from a local dump to a children’s garden, 
got traffic calming measures implement¬ 
ed on Crescent and worked to get im¬ 
provements to the areas around the 
Farmer’s Market. 

In 2000, SBAA convinced the Planning 
Commission to comprehensively address 
the problem of piecemeal development on 
South Bernal’s undeveloped hillsides. At 
that time, the City agreed to perform the 
South Bernal Slope Study to examine ve¬ 
hicular and pedestrian access patterns 
and infrastructure needs for south Ber¬ 
nal where slopes are extreme and streets 
are underdeveloped or nonexistent. 

The study was never done. 

Currently, there are developers at¬ 


tempting to obtain city permits for three 
disparate housing projects on this slope. 
SBAA and the Bernal Heights Neighbor¬ 
hood Center believe that these projects 
have great potential to degrade our 
neighborhood. We are asking that the 
City pauses piecemeal development of 
the hillside until the South Bernal Slope 
Study can be completed. We need your 
support. 

The following is a breakdown of our 
concerns: 

1. The slope is too steep for legal 
streets to be constructed. In cases like 
this, the city allows the properties to be 
accessed by wood stairways. The proper¬ 
ties would have no parking. The pro¬ 
posed stairways would lead from the 
deadends of our paved streets. Assuming 
1.5 cars per household, this would mean 
an addition of 141 cars with no place to 
park, no place to pull over to unload gro¬ 
ceries, passengers etc. In many cases, 
these streets are already congested and 
too narrow for two way traffic. 

2. The State of California has de¬ 
clared this slope a hazard zone for 
landslide in the event of an earth¬ 
quake. Access is already difficult for 
emergency vehicles and in the case of 
new housing, there would be no street ac¬ 
cess for firefighters or ambulances. 

3. The individual developers (not the 
city) will be adding on to our exist¬ 
ing water, sewage and gas mains. 

Damage to the mains would affect the 
upslope community as much as those liv-

ing in the new housing. Rupture to gas 
and water mains is a risk with any earth 
movement; in the case of this proposed 
housing the danger is amplified by the 
risk of landslide. “The most devastating 
damage from an earthquake is conflagra¬ 
tions, or uncontrolled, rapidly spreading 
fires, particularly in an urban center 
with high building density,” states a re¬ 
port prepared by the California Seismic 
Safety Commission on safety issues for 
gas systems (Improving Natural Gas 
Safety in Earthquakes, adopted July 11, 
2002. Prepared by: ASCE-25 Task Com¬ 
mittee On Earthquake Safety Issues For 
Gas Systems; California Seismic Safety 
Commission; SSC-02-03). 


South Bernal: where the 
slopes are extreme, and 
streets are undeveloped or 
nonexistent. 


The commission found that “the po¬ 
tential for conflagrations following earth¬ 
quakes exists if a specific set of adverse 
conditions are present.” Those conditions 
include “high building density or dense, 
fire-prone vegetation”, “High wind and 
low humidity weather conditions”, “Dam¬ 
age to water systems that severely limits 
firefighting capabilities”, “Reduced re¬ 
sponsiveness of firefighting resulting 
from ...restricted access”. In the case of 
our slope, there are always high winds, 
the hillside is covered with dry vegeta¬ 
tion which would remain in corridors 
surrounding the wood stairways and, as 
we all know from experience, access for 
firefighters is already difficult and likely 
to be more so after our deadends fill up 
with cars with no place to park. These 
new buildings will touch one another, as 
our upslope buildings do, providing a tin- 
derbox of density. As ALL of the proposed 
buildings will be in the hazard zone, 
there is the possibility that there will be 
multiple ruptures across the width of the 
slope during the same event. 

4. Alemany Housing is scheduled for 
refurbishing. Physical isolation from 
the rest of the neighborhood has been de¬ 
termined to be a factor in their crime 
rate. It is the hope of those involved in 
the rebuild that there be more connection 
to the upslope community. As the devel¬ 
opment of the slope is concurrent with 
the Alemany rebuild, it has been suggest¬ 
ed that the stairways extend from the up¬ 
slope deadends to Ellsworth street, thus 
providing a thoroughfare for the Alema¬ 
ny residents. Whether this happens or 
not, whether this is a good idea or not, we 


believe that the upslope residents need to 
be involved in how/if this is done. 

5. Although several of the develop¬ 
ers own multiple lots, they are sub¬ 
mitting their plans to the Planning 
Department in small increments, a 
few lots at a time. This allows them to 
avoid a mandatory Environmental Im¬ 
pact Review, as well as, a requirement to 
include a percentage of affordable hous¬ 
ing in their plans. This means that the 
Planning Department does not take into 
account the accumulative impact of add¬ 
ing this much housing to our neighbor¬ 
hood nor the impact of the additional 
traffic. The two major entries and exits 
to our side of Bernal are the intersection 
of Alemany/Putnam/Crescent at the 
Farmer’s Market and the intersection of 
Crescent Avenue and Mission Street. 
They are already bottlenecks yet this in¬ 
cremental development will not trigger a 
traffic study. Nor will it trigger an as¬ 
sessment of whether or not our infrastuc- 
ture will be adequate for sewer or water 
service. In east Bernal, this type of piece¬ 
meal development on a hillside has been 
a documented disaster for residents re¬ 
sulting in sewer backflows and insuffi¬ 
cient water pressure for firefighting. 

6. The stairways will not be main¬ 
tained by the city. There will not be 
street lighting on the stairways. The city 
will not maintain the vegetation surround¬ 
ing the stairways. On garbage collection 
days all the bins for all the households 
will be brought up to the ends of our 
paved blocks. For example, there are 12, 
RH2 (zoned for two units) lots at the end 
of Bache Street. At three bins per house¬ 
hold, that would mean 72 bins at the end 
of the paved, upslope block. On Moultrie 
Street, stairway construction would result 
in the demolition of a 20 year old chil¬ 
dren’s community garden and a mosaic 
wall, replacing it with 30 garbage bins. 

SBAA has met with Supervisor Am- 
miano and the Planning Department, 
asking that the Bernal Height South 
Slope study, approved in 2000, be rein¬ 
stated. While Mr. Ammiano has support¬ 
ed us, he will be leaving shortly to join 
the State Assembly. Our ongoing efforts 
will need to be taken on by whomever re¬ 
places him as District 9 supervisor. Fur¬ 
ther, reinstating the study will need the 
approval of the Planning Commission 
and funding the study will need the back¬ 
ing of the Mayor and the Board of Super¬ 
visors. Unfortunately, none of this hap¬ 
pens without a loud and concerted effort 
by the residents of south Bernal. We 
need your support and participation.

It seems the delays are over 
now and work is continuing. I also have 
heard that the construction is ahead of 
schedule. Big thanks to Lisa, our local li¬ 
brarian, for all the news and all the sup¬ 
port and help she has given us with the 
BBA. 

Crime is surging. Some in Bernal, but 
even more so for our neighbors in Glen 
Park and the Mission. I have read a little 
about crime and why there are dips and 
surges. Right now, the big example given 
is post-Giuliani New York: crime is down 
70% in Manhattan and it is attributed to 
a tough enforcement of all crime—from 
petty grafitti and gatebusters in the sub¬ 
way to drug dealing—followed by tough 
punishment. But the crime in the nearby 
smaller enclaves (Newark, Hartford, 
New Haven) has skyrocketed.

I have no answer to all this but I do 
know that we have a thinly spread, yet 
extremely dedicated, police force that is 
focused on solving this latest surge of 
violence. 

I will be posting signs in my window 
regarding Take Back Our Streets Walks. 
Remember, try not to be afraid, but aware. 
See you on Saturday nights on the darkest 
of the Bernal streets. —with caring, d

Volunteers Take to Holly Park

Sometimes it’s cold. Sometimes the 
dew still lays thick upon the ground, 
making dead leaves cling wetly to one an¬ 
other. But still the people show up to Hol¬ 
ly Park on the third Saturday of the 
month, from nine to noon, to work togeth¬ 
er. “Sometimes there are ten or twelve

people,” said Friends of Holly Park co-or¬ 
ganizer Joyce McKinney, “and some¬ 
times there are just three or four. The 
summertime is not as active because it’s 
so damn cold up there.” 

McKinney, one of the three people 
who spearheaded the renovation of the 
park in the early part of the decade, 
spoke recently by phone about the volun¬ 
teer effort. “It’s been very good, and the 
credit goes to John Miller, who is the 
Park Supervisor,” said McKinney. “He’s 
the employee of Rec & Park whose area 
of supervision includes Holly Park. And 
he has really revitalized the gardening 
activities, the focus and energy in Holly 


Park. When he became the Supervisor, 
about a year and a half ago, I think, he 
and his boss had a plan in mind; a ratio¬ 
nal plan, some of which is based on old 
plans that were never implemented. 

“For example, if you notice on Holly 
Park there are a lot of young trees that 
have been planted: that is a reforesta¬ 
tion program that was talked about for 
several years. Because the trees on Holly 
Park...some of them are original to the 
park, seventy or eighty years old. 

“So John has launched a reforestation 
program,” continued McKinney, “and he 
really focuses on the health of the park. 
He mulches, he trims, and on his Satur¬ 
day volunteer days, you don’t show up 
and say, ‘Uh, let’s see, what should we 
do?’ He has one of his employees, Brian, 
there. And Brian directs the activities of 
the volunteers. Rec & Park provides the 
tools, and says, ‘this is what we’re going 
to be doing.’ And within that, volunteers 
can choose an activity that suits their 
skills or physical ability. You know, some 
people can do heavy work, some people 
can sweep...” McKinney laughed. “I 
mainly take photos!” 

In fact, McKinney, who organizes the 
current webpage for The Friends of Holly 
Park at http://hollyparkcircle.googlepag- 
es.com/, is hoping to find a volunteer who 
wouldn’t even have to show up to the 
Park. “I need someone who has basic web 
skills to help me update the web page, 
pro bono , no more than an hour or so a 
week. I just want to keep the homepage 
and the events up to date. I’d like to re¬ 




fresh the page with photos every so often, 
and things like that. I can organize the 
content, I just need somebody who can 
get the material on the page.” 

Despite working on the website, 
McKinney, along with co-organizer Eug-

world. As the day went on, it was clear 
people in San Francisco are deeply con¬ 
cerned about violence in their communi¬ 
ties, the lack of affordable and decent 
housing, fair paying jobs, food and nutri¬ 
tion, and healthcare. 

Leaders then talked about how under¬ 
represented communities have used the 
electoral process in the past to win 
change, create more affordable housing, 
and ensure that San Franciscans earn a 
living wage. Participants also discussed 
that although the electoral process is an 
important part of making change in our 
society, it is not the only avenue for social 
change. As history in our country has 
proven, people have had to use protest 
and direct action to win basic human 
rights in our society. 

As the summit came to a close, CLOUT 
leaders discussed future projects for so¬ 
cial change. They agreed to work togeth¬ 
er to pass Proposition B, which would 
guarantee the usage of city funds to in¬ 
crease affordable housing in San Francis¬ 
co for the next fifteen years. The next 
Community Leadership: Organizing and 
Uniting Together gathering will be held 
on September 23, at which time leaders 


will come together to work on the pas¬ 
sage of Proposition B passes and further 
prioritization of essential issues. ■
